WILSON GIVEN 48 HOURS 
TO ANSWER SVEEL MEN 


Workers Request Definite State 
ment Regarding Conference 
With Heads of Corporations. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Presi- 
dent Wilson has been asked by rep- 
resentative of the Union Steel Work- 
ers in session here considering a 
| strike for a more definite statement 
as to the possibility Of an early con- 
ference being arranged between the 
heads of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and the unions. 

The conference here will remaia 
in session 48 hours awaiting a reply 
before taking final action. It was 
not intimated what action would be 
taken if the union men considered 
the President's reply unfavorable. 

Conditions in the steel industry 
were said to ,be becoming steadily 
worse and the union officials de- 
clared it would be impossible to re- 
strain their men much longer. 

This telegram sent to President 
Wilson at St. Paul last night was 
made public today:

LABOR LEADER, DIES 


Was Operated on 10 Days Ago 
— Transfusion of Blood From 
Son Fails to Save Life.

NEW YORK, _ Sept. 9 —John 
Mitchell, former President of the 
‘United Mine Workers of America 
and one of the most widely known 
labor leaders in the United States, 
died at 5 o'clock this afternoon at 
the Post Graduate Hospital. 

Mitchell was only 42 years old. 
Although he underwent an operation 
10 days ago for the removal of gall 
stones his condition had been re- 
ported as satisfactory and his death 
‘was unexpected. 

With Mitchell when he died were 
his wife, his son and daughter, Gdv 
Smith, who had called to inquire 
about his condition, arrived a few 
/minutes after his death. 

It was announced that plans for 
the funeral had not been completed, 
but that interment would be _ in 
Scranton, Pa. 

It was learned tonight that blood 
transfusion was resorted to in an ef- 
fort to save Mitchell's life. 

When his condition became grave 

last Monday, physicians decided 
after a consultation that a generous 
supply of new blood might avert th: 
approaching crisis, and his two sors, 
Robert and James, 22 and 24 ‘securs 
old, begged for the opportunity to 
give their blood. 
Robert, being the younger, was 
accepted, but the patient failed to 
rally after the transfusion. A sec- 
ond transfusion was contemplated 
early today, but the condition of the 
patient indicated that it would be 
useless, 

Since 1915 Mitchell has been 
chairman of the New York State In- 
| justrial Commission. He also served 
as president of the state food _com- 
mission, chairman of the Federal! 
food board, president of the New 
York State council of farms and 
markets and as a member of the 
Federal Miikk Commission § for the 
Eastern states. While his office was 
in New York his home was in Mount 
Vernon. 

In Mines When If Years Old. 
Mitchell was born in Braidwood, 
lll... Feb. 4, 1870. At the age of 11 
vears he began work in the col 
mines, obtaining his education by 
studving at night. He soon developed 
an interest in labor problems and 4 
deep sympathy for workers in the 
coal mines.

(law, but soor gave it up to perfec’ 
‘his knowledge of economics and I!a-

In 1885 he joined the Knights of 
Labor, subsequently traveling cxlen- 
sively through the West in the com- 
bined interest of mining devetop- 
ments ard labor.

This increased the danger of En- 
tente influence gaining ground in 
Bulgaria, a danger which was all 
the greater in that the present 
Government had permitted agita- 
tion against us.

Murphy, U. S. A., “Sat Tight.” 

The representative of the United 
States, who sat tight in Sofia, took 
advantage of these conditions very 
cleverly, and held out prospects of 
large profits in good Swiss francs. 
Many failed to resist this tempta- 
tion; they turned again to the En- 
tente, with whom at heart they had 
always been in sympathy. (Dom- 
inic I. Murphy, United States Con- 
sul-General in Sofia, was the one 
who “sat tight.”” He was an irri- 
tation to Ludendorff, who several 
times vainly insisted that Bulgaria 
should get rid of him. In the sum- 
mer cf 1918 he was often consulted 
by the Liberal Bulgarian Cabinet, 
which had overthrown the Rado- 
slavoff regime, and it was on his 
advice that Bulgaria threw herself 
on the mercy of the allies after the 
defeat of her army.) 

The only conclusion I could comes 
to about Bulgaria was that it 
would remain faithful to us as long 
as all went well with us. But if the 
prospects of victory diminished, or 
still worse, if we suffered failure, 
then things were bound to turn out 
just as in fact they have. 

Why should there be any differ- 
ence between the character of na- 
tions and that of men? (I could be- 
lieve in the steadfastness of the bul- 
garian army for just so long as I 
could believe in: the faith of the 
Bulgarian nation.) 

Turkey Had Army on Paper. 

Turkey was faithful to the AJ)- 
liance, but at the end of its 
strength; whether through its 6wn 
fault or that of others was imma- 
terial. Its man-power was greatly 
reduced, and the army existed to a 
certain extent only on paper. Pal- 
estine was sure to fall an easy prey 
to Er.gland unless the troops there 
were reinforced. Turkey's disin- 
tegration was bound to produce po- 
litical results over a wide area, xni 
must therefore be prevented, even 
though the decision of the war 
might be brought about elsewhere. 

In»Germany the national spirit 
appeared to be better than with 
our allies; nevertheless, it had 
sunk very low, and feeling had 
become worse. I must admit I 
formed too favorable an ‘estimate 
of our remaining energy. I 
hoped that the recruiting question 
would be put in order. 

The army had come victoriously 
through 1917; but it had become 
apparent that the holding of the 
western front purely by a defen- 
sive could no longer be counted 
on, in view of the enormous quan- 
tity of material of all kinds which 
the Entente had now at their dis- 
posal. Even where tactical con- 
ditions had been absolutely nor- 
mal and by no means so unfavor- 
able as in the struggle for the 
Wrytschaecte salient or Laffaux 
Corner, we had lost ground and 
suffered heavily. 

Feared Attack by Allies. 

These losses had indeed been 
greater than we had incurred in 
well-conducted attacks. The enor- 
mous material resources of the 
enemy had given his attack a con- 
"siderable preponderance over our 
defense and this condition would

divisions which came out of ac- 
tion with desperately low effec- 
tives to be considerably stronger 
after only a few days. : 

Against the power of the hostile 
weapons the troops no longer dis- 
played their old stubbornness in 
defense; they thought with horror 
of fresh defensive battles and 
longed for the war of movement. 
In this the Germans had achieved 
brilliant success in Rumania, 
Eastern Galicia, Italy and at Cam- 
bria and had once more proved 
their superiority, although their 
staying power was no longer what 
it had been in 1914. 

Had to Rouse His Army. 

There had been incidents,. too, 
which indicated that their co- 
hesion was no longer the same. 
As they were depressed by defence 
their spirits arose in the offensive. 
The interests of the army were 
best served by the offensive; in 
defense it was bound gradually to 
sugcumb to the ever-increasing 
hostile superiority in men and ma- 
terial. 

This feeling was shared by every- 
body. In the West it wanted the 
attack, and after Russia’s collapse 
expected it with the most intense 
relief. Such was the feeling of the 
troops about attack and defense: 
It amounted to a definite convic- 
tion which possessed them com- 
pletely that nothing but an attack 
could win the war. Many Generals, 
among them the most distinguish- 
ed, spoke in the same strain. 

Naturally, I did not allow myself 

to be influenced by this feeling; 
my sense of responsibility was far 
too great. I alone had to make 
the decisive proposal; of that I 
.remained conscious throughout. 
The wishes of the troops and com- 
manders merely indicated what 
the army felt regarding its own 
strength and weakness. 

The condition of our allies and 
of ourselves, and that of the army, 
all called for an attack that would 
bring about an early decision. 

Only Chance in the West. 

This was only possible on the 
Western front. All that had gone 
before was merely a means to the 
one end of creating a situation 
that would make it a feasible 
operation. Until now this situation 
had not arisen. We had been able 
to strike a blow at Italy with six 
or seven divisions, but for the 
Western front that was not a suf- 
ficient force. I set aside all idea 
of attacking in Macedonia or Italy. 
All that mattered was to get to- 
gether enough troops for an attack 
in the West. 

For this we needed enormous 
materially resources and strong 
troops, who, with their leaders 
had been trained for the attack. 
If this could be effected 1 time,* 
we could—indeed, we must—at- 
tack. The attack is the strongest 
form of combat, it alone is decis- 
ive; military history proves it on 
every page. It is the symbol of su- 
periority. Delay could only serve 
the enemy, since he was expecting 
reinforcements. 

That the attack in the West 
would be one of the most difficult 
operations in history I was per- 
fectly sure, and I did not hide the 
fact. The German nation, too, 
would have to give all it had. The 
greater the lack of men, the 
stronger must be its will, the more 
energetic the work of the Govern- 
ment in the service of the war. 

Must Strip Other Fronts. 

General Headquarters would,’as 
in the days of Tanneberg, have to 
get together for the decisive mo- 
ment every man that could be 
spared from the various theaters. 
We could never be too strong. On 
the otwer hand, it would not do to 
forget that the European fronts 
are most intimately connected. A 
failure in Italy, in Macedonia, or 
in the East, might check our oper- 
ations in the West. 

It was not necessary to leave 
German troops on the Italian front 
and preparations were made for 
their departure about the New 
Year. We retained only a certain 
interest in the military resources 
of the occupied portions of Italy 
which then passed under Austro- 
Hungarian administration. From 
the Russo-Rumanian front, in 
spite of the objections of the Bul- 
garians, we moved Bulgarian 
troops to Macedonia, in order to 
relieve a few German formations. 

The move from Galicia and the 
Bukovina to France and Belgium 
was arranged for, and a decision

So far as complete victory for Ger- 
|\many was concerned, I ceased to 
expect it before the Second Battle of 
the Marne. The Americans would 
have robbed us even then of many 
of the fruits of victory. As early as 
1915, despite the then existing en- 
_mity for Great Britain, the President 

of the United States is said to have 
/used these words: 

“The aim of determined states- 
mMmanship will be not to allow the 
kernel lying in Germany to develop.” 
| His statements, made also by oth- 
_er world figures, that Germany could 
work her way up again, even though 

defeated in her war aims, never sat- 
isfled me because I could not see 
how that could come about unless we 
permanently extended our dominion 
to the coast of the English channel. 

This involved economic domina- 
tion of Belgium and Holland, but as 
both these nations subsisted on Ger- 
man vitality and were outlets for 
our economic life, it was to our in- 
terest to allow them to flourish in 
political freedom. England, on the 
other hand, wished to make of them 
mere bridgeheads. 

It was this principle which actu- 
ated-the pernicious peace resolution 
of 1917, fathered by that tried old 
man, Hertling. Had the Vaterland 


peace relinquishment involving as a 
principle the return of occupled ter- 
ritories, and we might have held 
them in reserve as guarantee of bet- 
ter conditions. In October, 1917, 
when the peace movement was gain- 
ing strength and the Government 
was talking of returning conquered 
territory in the delusion that it 
would gain a favorable peace, I 
wrote Prince Max not to be hood- 
winked by disguised aims of the En- 
tente, pointing out that the real aim 
of the Anglo-Americans, pursued 
with crafty political skill and tena- 
cious consistency, was the destruc- 
tion of Germany and the domination 
of the world by their capitalism. I 
told him that Wilson knew that the 
stopping of the submarine campaign 
rendered any further German resist- 
ance impossible, and called upon 
him to rouse determined national 
resistance to the demands of these 
political blackmallers. 

Prince Max marked these and cer- 
tain other passages in this letter, 
sent it to other state secretaries and 
on the 17th orc 18th of October the 
rnajority of thé Imperial Govern- 
ment was for negotiating for peace, 
sword in hand. 

But on the 19th the Scheidemann 
party consulted the particularly ill- 
chosen Count Wolf Metternich, who 
was all but a pacifist and backed by 
the Moderate Socialists, Prince Mex, 
Lichnowsky and other fallen polit- 
ical leaders, was for negotiating su- 
pinely for any sort of peace. Count 
Wolf Metternich turned the majority. 

The army and the navy could still 
have held out until spring, 1919, and 
we should then have had real peace 
negotiations.

To 
wipe out that defeat England | 
thought it necessary to draw heavily | 
from her overwhelming active forces | 
in home waters in order to prevent 
a recurrence of such an incident in | 
any other part of the world. 

I believe that uncertainty “as to 
the ultimate position of Japan was 
one reason for England's naval pol- 
icy of extreme caution. The pain | 
becomes almost unbearable when | 
one thinks how the face of the world 
would have been changed by the ef-, 
fect of a sea battle fought to a fin- 
ish in the early months of the war. 
Had the Emperor allowed himself 
to be differently advised or followed 
his own instincts to allow the grand 
‘fleet to fight, Germany would not 
today Me in ruins. 

Diplomacy Instead of Warfare. |

peace, Germany elected to endeavor 
to cajole it through doubtful diplo- 
macy.
